Parking Plaza 
Delay Draws 
Plea for Action 


“Legally,” City Attorney James 
T. O’Keefe Jr. told the Menlo 
Park city council Tuesday night, 
“the parking plazas on the south 
side of Santa Cruz avenue are a 
reality—except for being in place.” 

But even if this is so, merchants 
in the area are becoming con- 
cerned over the apparent lack of 
actual parking lot construction and 
Menlo Park city councilmen them- 
selves are apparently somewhat 
disappointed in the speed with 
which the new spaces are being 
put into use. 


O’Keefe said the acquisition of 
property is proceeding as fast as 
possible; the city has title to 
seven parcels out of the 18 it 
must acquire to complete the 
project from Doyle street to 
University drive and the serving 
of legal papers on the owners of 
other properties concerned was 
started yesterday. 


But Al Giannotti,. commercial 
property owner, €xpréssed con- 
cern over the possibility that Stan- 
ford’s shopping center wouid “get 
the jump” on the added parking 
contemplated for Menlo Park; he 
urged that the city make every ef- 
fort to show progress, even if it 
consisted only a clearing and oil- 
ing lots which the city now owns. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess also 
expressed concern. He said he 
was “disturbed and disappointed” 
over the length of time property 
acquisition was apparently taking. 


SLOW PROGRESS 

“When we started procedings 
last year, aimed at getting the new 
parking plazas, I though we had 
plenty of time because I antici- 
pated things would go as they had 
in the case of the city’s other park- 
ing plazas,” Burgess observed. 

“This hasn’t been the case.” 

Discussion of the pace with 
which land acquisition is proceed- 
ing opened with Councilman Wil- 
liam R. Lawson questioning O’- 
Keefe as to “where things stand.” 


O’Keefe, besides revealing that 
local owners were to be served 
with notices of condemnation 
this week, pointed out that one 
parcel of property is owned by 
the estate of a man who died 
out of state; another is owned 
by a person out of town. 


The city is still negotiating for 
some other parcels of property, 
which may yet be purchased with- 
out the necessity of going to court, 
he said. 

He agreed, however, that some 
sort of graphic “progress report,” 
in the form of a colored map show- 
ing the status of each of the af- 
fected parcels of property indi- 
cated, could be prepared before 
each council meeting. 


Giannotti, speaking from the 
floor, said merchants were be- 
coming disappointed, particu- 
larly when viewing Menlo Park’s 
parking -plaza acquisition prob- 
lems in comparison with the 
speed with which Stanford shop- 
ping center is being developed.

Smith made his report at the 
regular meeting of the Menlo Park 
city council. He had inspected the 
site, he said, and found that grad- 
ing and filling problems were not 
insurmountable. 


Estimating costs, he observed 
that grading and filling of the 
stretch between El Camino Real 
and Alma street could be done 
for less than $15,000; besides 
this the city would need to pay 
about half of the cost of a 
$20,000 set of crossing gates. 
Cost of about 60 feet of frontage 

on E! Camino Real, the amount he 
estimated would be necessary to ac- 
commodate the right of way was 
unknown, he said. 

But, he added, it may be pos- 
sible for the city to pay all of 
these costs with state gasoline tax 
allocations. 

Andrus pointed out that freight 
trains which customarily park be- 
tween Ravenswood avenue and 
San Francisquito creek would 
either de displaced, or would con- 
stitute a barrier which would at 
least partially limit the usefulness 
of the grade crossing during cer- 
tain hours. 

“The freight trains have to be} 
stopped somewhere, while switch- | 
ing cars into the two spurs serv- 
ing Menlo Park industry,” he ob- 
served. 

“One solution would be to move 
the switches. But this presents a 
problem in practical railroading.”

Trustees Fear Further Tax Boost 


Menlo Park School District | 
frustees this week pledged a thor- 
ough re-examination of the dis- 
trict’s proposed budget for 1955- 
56, after learning that assessed 
total valuation of property in the 


area is about $900,000 less than 
expected. 
If the budget remains at its 


present $898,772 figure, it will re 
quire a tax rate of $1.6612 per 
$100 assessed valuation to finance 
it; trustees had hoped for a tax 
rate of $1.606. 

In order to return to the lower 
figure, it wili be necessary to 
pare some $15,000 from the pro- 
posed budget. 

On learning that the district’s 
assessed valuation was lower 
than expected, Board Chairman 
John C. Davenport called a 
special study meeting for July 
25, at which trustees will make 
an item-by-item survey of their 
budget with an eye to trimming | 
this amount. 

School District Business Man- 
ager John Richert made the prob- 
lem known by reporting that, as 
of Monday, the county assessor’s 
office had set the school district's 
valuation at about $26,200,000. 


School administrators had made 
their original estimates on the 


basis that the district’s valuation 
would be $27,138,000. 

There were some bright spots in 
the picture, however, Richert said.

Menlo Park Fire District com- 
missioners Saturday voted their 
approval of a $468,000 budget for | 
the 1955-56 fiscal year, with $45,-| 
000 set aside for “capital outlay.” | 
The budget will be financed by 


a tax rate of 68.9 cents per $100) 
assessed valuation. | 

Commissioners voted to okay 
the budget after enlarging the 


“capital outlay” item, which will 
be added to $17,000 to be received 
from the state for station 2 at| 
Manhattan avenue. 

The total—$62,000—will be used | 
to finance construction of a 
station in East Palo Alto. The sta- | 
tion will house three engines, since 
it will be the only one east of Bay- 
shore freeway when the widened 
state highway separates that por- 
tion of the district from the rest. 

No new purchases of major 
items of equipment, such as fire 
engines, are listed. 

The $468,000 figure is $48,000 
greater than the budget for the 
current year, but the tax rate will

The Recorder supported those bond proposals at the time, 
believing they would have provided the best in educational fa- 
cilities without disproportionate cost. 

We do not mean, however, to say “we told you so.” The 
point of perfect compromise between the best one can get 
and the best one can afford always is open to argument, and a 
sufficiently large majority did not agree with our position. 

The trustees were in the right in proposing the best facilities. 
Anything less would have been a dereliction of duty. The tax- 
payers balked, and the proposals were whittled down. 

Since not enough voted for the larger proposition, we are 
stuck with the lesser, and we must assume that it is what the 
people ‘want. So, some children will have to be transported a few 
more blocks from home than would otherwise have been the case. 

That our school administrators are not being unreasonable, 
is demonstrated by the fact that they changed their plans in re- 

=-gard to the 80 primary grade children when objectors came for- 
ward with reasonable arguments. 

A great deal of time, work and thought has now gone into 
the revision of plans and the drawing up of a policy for the 
future, a policy designed to cause the least possible inconvenience 
to any child or his parent. 

But inconvenience must be expected in some degree. Since

“It’s good music,” she says. 

And to prove it, she’s contacted 
Southern Pacific officers and 
from them learned that the new 
locomotive horns weren’t just 
picked out at random, but were 
selected only after considerable 
experiment, study of harmonics 
and. apparently, a lot of listening. 

Southern Pacific officers in 
San Francisco recently contact- 
ed their air horn manufacturer, 
to get a complete answer to Miss 
Landen’s queries about their de- 
vice. 

The manufacturer 
say: 

“With the advent of dieselization 
on the American railroads, a pro- 
blem in safety at highway cross- 
ings became a major problem. 
The conventional air horn did not 
in any way sound like that of a 
railway steam locomotive  ap- 
proaching a grade crossing, to 
which motorists had become ac- 
customed. The public mistook its 
warning for that of a highway 
truck or bus, so the horns with 
which the diesel locomotives were 
equipped were considered by most 
railroads to be inadequate for 
safety purposes. 

NO ROMANCE 

“The public also complained,” 
the letter to Miss Landen contin- 
ues, “that all the romance had 
been taken out of railroading. by 
the infernal honking and hooting 
of the new denizen of the rails— 
the diesel locomotive. Something 
had to be done about it.” 

Here’s where the manufacturers 
turned musicians and_ scientists 
The letter continues: 

“The newest whistles solve 
the problems of harmonics in- 
herent in the steam whistle by 
specially designed air horns, 
tuned so that the frequency of 
the note emitted by each horn 
was multiplied by a certain fre- 
quency constant, and the horns 
tuned accordingly, the resultant 
note with all horns blown togeth- 
er, simulates a locomotive stetm 
whistle. 

“Amplifying resonators, or vi- 
brators, are incorporated in a sin- 
gle unit. Each is energized by a 
specially designed diaphragm so 
that a whistle note is produced by 
each resonator, rather than the 
“ trombone note’ inherent in the 
air horns. 

“Whistles (or the modern air 
horns) are pitched an octave high- 
er than the conventional diesel 
horn, for the specific reason that 
a train’s bass rumble has a ten- 
dency to absdrb low notes.” 
CAREFUL TUNING 

“The whistle is a perfectly tun- 
ed combination of separate tones 
acoustically balanced to sound a 
penetrating A major, seventh 
chord warning sound... 

“The chord accomplished a 
pleasing yet warning sound famili- 
ar to all highway  travellers.. 
Straight major chords were deem. 
éd impractical, ‘Since they merely 
had a pleasing sound.” ; 

Components of the signal in- 
clude the following “bells”: Cc 
sharp, 277.18 vibrations per se- 
cond; E natural, 329.6 vps: G na- 
tural, 391.6 vps; A natural, 440 
vps, and C sharp, 554.3 vps.”

Transmitter Setup 
To Be Installed 


Installation of Menlo Park po- 
lice department’s own transmitter 
will be made sometime during the 
next month, it was revealed this 
week by City Manager C. L. Long- 
son. With activation of the broad- 
casting station, Menlo Park police 
will originate their own calls for 
the first time. 

Motorola corporation has been 
named to install the transmitter, 
which will cost $2600. That price 
was the lowest bid received by the 
city, according to Longson. 

When the equipment is install- 
ed, it will be manned by dispatch- 
ers on a 24-hour-a-day basis; calls 
from Menlo Park residents will be 
relayed through it to the area’s po- 
lice cars. Previously, calls had to 
be relayed to the sheriff’s office in 
Redwood City for relaying from 
there. : 

The dispatcher, in addition to 
originating police calls, will 
monitor all Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict broadcasts. This will make 
possible closer cooperation be- 
tween the firefighting and po- 
lice agencies, 

Atherton town councilmen, at 
their meeting later this month, 
will formaily consider joining 
Menlo Park in financing the op- 
eration of the new unit. 

At the present time, Atherton 
Police Chief Leroy Hubbard re- 
ceives police calls at his home af- 
ter business hours and the calls 
are later relayed to prowl cars. 

Longson said he estimates cost 
to the town of Atherton at about 

$150 a month.
